a. Several sources have Indicated that G-b (aad 0-3) a**e putting considerable 
pressure on 0-8 to ^thorlse release of the 350 H-20§s.,,. The Chief of HAAS la French 
Iste-Biliw has ind? c^ted that there is aa urgent requirement fer the machines. Q-b 
States that the machines are available, the classification is no problem, mttttsay 
sad that military aid to french la&o -China is of the hipest p.*ority. 0-b, therefore , 
is insisting upon a plausible reason for not releasing the K-^nee. Lt. Colonel Lc-j., 
indicated to Colonel Davie, P/P that there vas seem thought of gplng directly 
to AAairal Radford for a decision.
